The Pugilistic Carnival at 
New Orleans Opens. 


A Fierce Fifteen-round Battle Be- 
tween Myer and McAuliffe, ~- 


The Latter Knocks His Man Out in 
Approved Style. 


Immense Crowds—Women Vainly Attempt 
te Get into the Clabroom—A Pos. 
sible Hitch In the Suallivan- 
Corbett Fight.

New Orveans, Sept. 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Olympic Club’s 
high-priced pugilistic carnival was in- 
augurated tonight with the light-weight 
ehampionship under circumstances au- 
spicious in all respects, save that_of 
the weather. But the weather did not 
dampen the ardor of the sports or hurt 
the attendance. All afternoon the 
leading thoroughfares were thronged 
with an excited, troubled and enthusi- 
astic crowd. An early slumpin the bet- 
ting aroused the spirits of the band of 
McAuliffe men in town, and depressed 
those of the Myer men. McAuliffe 
and his friends preserved a ret- 
icence about the condition of their 
/man that was oppressive, and none 
but a small circle, of the light- 
weight’s friends saw the champion in 
his room, which he did not leave dur- 
ing the evening, until his friends came 
to take him tothe club. It wassecrecy 
which kept McAuliffe the favorite. 
Rain chased the sports down to the 
club earlier than they would have gone 
otherwise. Long before twilight the 
cars headed down town began to fillu 
and the crowds on the cars continue 
to grow. As darkness fell, carriages, 
cabs,,tally-hos and furniture wagons, 
loaded to their utmost capacity, com- 
menced a pilgrimage to the club. On 
either side of the street men, women 
and children lined up yelling at hacks 
as they flew by. Down at the club was 
a scene of animation both inside and 
out. Police kept the streets leading to 
the entrance clear of the motley throng 
onthe outside of the club building, 
which was a blaze of light. 

The arena was a double-storied affair 
with sitting room for something over 
8000 in the center, and never has there 
been a prettier battle-ground than it 
presented this ev 
liant rays of a dozen or more of electric 
lights. There was a double row of 


boxes between them. The crowd was 
as varied incharacter as it was large in 
proportions. Nocheéring was yg

The crowd let their Iungs loose in a

An event happened at the door just 
before the fight began that was not on 
the cards. Thomas lL. Harris of Louis- 


built young persons, handed up three 
tickets and started for the arena. 
Something in the appearance of the 
trio attracted attention and Capt. Bar- 
rett’s officers followed them. It turned 
out that only one of the party was of 
the male persuasion, the other two 
being girls, who gave themselves away. 
Of course they did not get in, but on 
the contrary they weré put under ar- 
rést and taken outside. 

Myer was the first om ground. After 
the pe! Be rest in Carrollton, he got into 
acarfiage with Alf Kennedy and his 
trainers and drove leisurely down to 
the club. His party at once went se- 
cretly to their room with acrowd at 
their heels, and Billy et a while 
waiting for time. McAuliffe and his 
body-guard reached the club a trifle 
later. While the pngilists waited the 
sports continued to gather until the 
amphitheater was nearly full. A few 
minutes before 9 o’clock men witha 
camera took a snap shot of the crowd 
with the ring in the foreground. 

Ex-Mayor Guillot entered the ring at 
8:50 o’clock, and, as master of cere- 
monies, made a speech. Immediately 
after, Prof. John Duffy, the referee, en- 
tered the arena, followed closely by 
Capt. William Barrett, who was in 
charge of the contest. Myer and Mc- 
Auliffe weighed in at 8:45 o’clock, the 
1ormer at 137% pounds, and McAuliffe 
at 137%{ pounds. Capt. Barrett 
weighed the gloves and found them ac- 
cording to law, a fall five ounces. 

Sixty-five hundred people were said 
to be present, but even that number 
failed to fill the. mammoth arena. 

McAuliffe was the first to enter the 
ring, which he did at 9:15 o’clock, and 
Myer came a moment later. Both men 
were received with ovations. 

At 9:20.everything was in readiness 
for the battle to begin, and both men 
sat in corners, eyeing each other closely. 
They were ordered to shake hands at 
9:25, and as the gong for the first round 
sounded both men stepped to the center 
of the ring, McAulifie looking pale ahd 
Myer rosy. 

Frst round—Mac led for the stomach, 
slippéd and fell. On regaining his feet 
Myer landed a light left and Jack smiled. 
Both men were extremely cautious, 
though McAuliffe was the aggressor. 
It was a pretty round and the men were 
sent to their corners not a bit the worse 
for it. 


Second round—McAnliffe landed 
a heavy right-hander, but Mver 
clinched, after delivering a heavy 


right himself." McAuliffe subsequently 
knocked Myer down with a heavy 
righton the eye. Just as the round 
ended Myer was ‘nearly floored again 
with a heavy right and left on the face. 
McAuliffe looked atento one shot at 
this stage of the game, as he was fight- 
ing a fast and furious battle. 

Third round—Both men were weak 
from their tremendous’ exertions, 
though McAuliffe seemed the stronger 
of the two. He landed several left- 
handed stomach punches and Myer 
clinched after receiving a right on the 
jaw. It:wag McAuliffe’s round and as 
Myer satin his corner for a minute's 
rest, he was plainly distressed:

Myer 
aimed a vicious right-hander, but it 
went intotke air. Myer next stopped 
a heavy right with his head and clinched 
to avoid punishment. The Westerner’s 
chances were considcred to be better 
now, as neithe® man was much hurt. . 

Eighth round—A great deal of clinch- 
ing was done in this round, but first 
blood was claimed and allewed for Mc- 
Auliffe. 

Ninth round — McAuliffe nearly 
knocked Myer @@wn with a right-hand 
swing. Myer shortly afterward fell 
from exhaustion, and refused to arise. 
He then fell OM the ropes and went 
down again from right and left-handers 
om his head. “The Westerner looked 
beaten now and nearly fell from one of 
his misses. 

Tenth round—Myer was waiting for 
his famons right jolt. and got it in with 
terriffc force, although McAuliffe did 
not fall. Later on McAuliffe received 
a heavy right of the side, but Myer got 
a double compliment, and the round 
closed in McAuliffe’s favor. 

Eleventh a nice boxing 
occurred, —— Myer received the 
worst of it in Cavy rally which fol- 
lowed.

The Champion Working | Hard to Keep in

New Orteans, Sept. 5.—[By «the Aé-.

morning Sullivan arose and _ shortly 
afterward was driven to the Young 
Men’s Gymnastic Club to exercise. He 
pounded the bag for nearly twent 
minutes, although the morning was 
very warm. Rope-jumping 
Finally, when Phil Casey’s face beamed 
with satisfaction at the condition 
of his charge he called the play off for 
the morning. At that time the big 
fellow’s short hair was glistening with 
wetness, his face was bathed in perspi- 
ration, and great drops were falling 
almost in streams from his nose and 
chin.

CORBETT'S ESCAPE, 


Hastied Away from Charlotte, N. C., 
to Avoid Arrest, 

(S. C.,) Sept. 5.—There 
is a very old saying about the Governors 
of North and South Carolina, but when 
James J. Corbett and party took their 
hasty flight at 2 o’clock this morning 
from North Carolina to South Carolina 
theylid not have time. to pass compll- 
ments of the day with either of these 
distinguished gentlemen. The fact is 
the big Californian is, unfortunately, not 
quite as well posted on the laws of 
North Carolina as are the good Chris- 
tian feople of Charlotte, and conse- 
quently he came near getting himself 
in avery serious affairt, which would 
doubtless’ have placed him in a very 
awkward position, as.it would have 
been a difficult matter for him to have 
kept his business engagement with John 
L. Sullivan in New Orleans and be in 
the strong arms of the law of North 
Carolina at the same time. 

The trouble was that Corbett laid 
over Sunday in Charlotte, and, it being 
an ideal summer day, Jim put it in at 
what he considered the best advantage. 
So he hired a hack and drove a few 
miles through the country and ran 
back. The last mile or so of his run 
was within the city limits. ‘This in ad- 
dition to his punching the bag and 
going through with the rest of his 
training in his private car caused all 
the trouble. Noone had the slightest 
suspicions of trouble till after midnight, 
when Billy Delaney, who is with Cor- 
bett’s train, was warned of the danger 
and told to get Corbett and his party 


as the Solicitor-General, who is a law- 
yer and a preacher combined, was 
going to have Corbett arrested in the 
morning for desecrating the Sabbath.

The British Board of Trade presented to 
that government a memorial, asking for 
the appointment of a commission to con- 
sider the best means of counteracting what 
is called the “commercial crusade of 
the United States." Ata meeting in March 
last of the Associated Chambers of Com- 
merce of Great Britain, the president re- 
ported that exports from Great Britain to 
the Latin-American countries during the 
last year decreased $23,750,000, and this 
was not due totemporary causes, but di- 
rectly. to the reciprocity Poo of the 
United States. Germany and France have 

- alsoshown a startled appreciation of the 
fact that a new and vigorous contestant 
had appeared in the battle for markets and 
had already secured important advantages. 
The most convincing evidence of the tre- 
mendous commercial strength of our posi- 
tion is found in the fact that Great Britain 
and Spain found it necessary to make recip- 
rocal trade agreements with us for their 
West India colonies, and that Germany and 
Austria have given us important conces- 
sions in exchange for the continued free 
importation of their beet-sugar products. 

SOME TELLING FIGURES, 

A few details as to the increase in our 
trade can be given here. Taking all the 
countries with which arrangements have 
been made, our trade to June 30, 1892, in- 
‘creased 23.78 per cent. With Brazil the 
increase was nearly 11 per cent. With 
Cuba during the first ten months our ex- 
ports increased $5.702.193 or 54.8 per 
cent, and with Porto Rico $590,599 or 34 
eed cent.

Shown by the following report from our 
Consul-General at Havana under-date of 
July 26 last: 

‘During the first half-year of 1891 Ha-

ceived 13,976 bags of American flour, and 
other ports approximately an equal 
amount, making about 28,000 bags. but for 
the tirst half of this year Spain has sent 
lessthan 1000 bags to the whole island, 
and the United States has sent. to 
Havana alone 168,487 bags, and about 
an egual amount to other ports of the 
fsland, making approximately 337,000 
for the first half of 189%:""

FOR FARMERS TO CONSIDER. © 

The considerate attention of farmers of 
the whole country is’ invited te te work 
done through the State and Agricultural 
Departments in the interest of agricul.ure. 
Our pork products for ten years not only 
were excluded by the great continental 
nations of Europe, but their value was dis- 
credited by the reasons given{for this exclu- 
sion. All previous efforts to secure the re- | 
moval of these restrictions failed, but 
the wise legislation of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, providing for inspection and official 
certification of our méats, and giving to the 
President power to forbid the introduction 
into this country of selected products of 
such countries as should continue to refuse 
our inspected meats, enabled us to open all 
the markets of Europe to our products. 
The result has been noi only to sustain, 
prices by providing new markets for our 
surplus, but to add 50 cents per 100 pounds 
to the market value of inspected meats. 
Under the reciprocity: agreements special 
favors are secured for agricultural products 
and our exports of such products has been 
greatly increased with a sure prospect of 
turther and rapid increase. The Agricul- 
tural Department has maintained in Europe 
an agent whose special duty it is to intro- 
duce there various gga of corn as 
articles of food, and the work has been very 
successful. The department has also sent 
skilled veternarians to Liverpool to exam- 
ine, in connection with British veterinari- 
ans, live cattle from the United States 
landed at the port, and the result in con- 
nection with the sanitary methods adopted 
at home has beenthat we hear no more 
about our cattle being infected with pleuro- 

neumonia, A judicious system of quar- 
antine lines has prevented the infection of 
northern cattle with Texas fever. 

The tariff billof 1890 gives better pro- 
tection to farm products subject to foreign 
competition than they ever had before, and 
the home market’for each product has been 
enlarged by the establishment of new in- 
dustries andthe development of others. 
We imay confidently submit to the intelli- 
gent and candid judgment of the American 
farmer whether in any corresponding pe- 
riod so much has been done to promote his 
interests and whether in a continuance and 
extensionof these methods there is nota 
better prospect of food-to him than in the 
invitation of the Democratic party to give 
our home market to foreign manufacturers 
and abandon the reciprocity policy, and 
whether our course ts not better also than 
the radical and untried methods of relief 
proposed by other parties which are solicit- 
ing his support.

The Samoan 
question and Bering Sea question, which 
came over from the preceding administra 
tion, have been, the one settled and the 
other submitted to arbitration upon a fair 
basis. Never before, I think, in like period 
have so many important treaties and com- 
mercial agreements been concluded, and 
never before, Iam sure, have the honor and 
influence, national and commercial, of the 
United States been held in higher estima- 
tion in both hemispheres.

justed itself to those lines. Any sudden 
change involves stoppage and new business 
adjustments. If the change is in 
a direction so radical. as to bring 
a commercial revolution, the business 
changes are involved, not. readjustments, 
but reconstructions. The Democratic party 
offers a programme of demolition of the 
protective policy to which all busirdess, 
even that of the importer, is now ad- 
justed. The reciprocity policy, the new 
merchant marine, all are to be demolished, 
not gradually, not taken down, but blown 
up. Tothis programme of destruction it 
has added the one constructive feature of 
the reéstablishment of State banks of 
issue. 

The policy of the Republican party on 
the other hand is distinctively the policy of 
safe progression and development of new 
factories, new markets and new ships. It 
will subject business to no perilous changes, 
but offers attractiye opportunities for ex- 
pansion upon familiar lines.

THE BANKERS. 


Meeting of the California Association at 
San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Sept. 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The third annual coh- 
vention of the California Bankers’ As- 
sociation opened at the Chamber of 
Commerce today. Thomas Brown of 
the Bank of California, president of 
the association, wasin the chair. Ex- 
Mayor Pond, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, welcomed the delegates 
to San Francisco, and Frank Miller of 
Sacramento responded for the northern 
delegates. A. D. Childress of Los An- 
geles responded fur the southern dele- 
gates and James M. Wilson for those 
from the central portion of the State. 

Mr. Childress, speaking of the re- 
sources of Southern California, said 
that the assessed valuation of the com- 
bined eight countiesin 1880 was only 
$41,460,218, which was increased to 
$199,934,416 in 1889, a grand differ- 
ence of $159,000,000 within a. short 
decade. ‘‘Los Angeles,’’ he said, ‘‘has 
increased in population from 22,500 in 
1885 to over 60,000 in 1892, and 
there has been an increase of its bank- 
ing capital of $4,948,000) and an in- 
crease of deposits of $7,505,000 
within the same period. The banking 
capital of Southern California in 1892 
is $11,500,000, and the bank deposits 
aggregate $22,000,000. The. number 
of banks has increased from nineteen 
in 1885 to eighty-five in 1892.” . 

President wn delivered his an- 
nual address. e said that there were 
numerous local issues of vital import~- 
ance relating to the development of the 
material interests of the State that 
ought to be considered and acted upon 
at the first practicable opportunity. 

President Brown in his address also 


reviewed the effects of the financial - 


policy of.early California bankers on 
the national policy and said: ‘‘We are 
not sure but thatthe silver question, 
the greatest financial problem of the 
world today, will have to be settled by 
California bankérs.”’ 

The trade dollar, as a plan. for get- 
ting rid of the surplus silver of. the 
country was, he said, a California idea 
and the proposition would have been a 
success if unscrupulous parties had not 
attempted to put the coins into domes- 
tic circulation. The present silver law, 
he said, is the outcome of & suggestion 
by California bankers in 1881. The 
calling of an international mpnetary 
congress for the readjustment of gold 
and silver he considered a wise step in 
the right direction, but such a congress 


ought not to consider its work complete. 


until it had made such an equable adjust- 
ment of the metals as will insure their 
largest use interchangeably.

The Experience of » Man Who Once 
Worked as a Brakeman. 
[St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] are 
‘Ihave tackled pretty nearly all the . 
trades in my time,”’ gaid Thomas Far- 
ley, a successful speculator whose St. 
Louis headquartersisat the Lindell. ‘‘I 
have made pork barrels and built houses, 
sold goods at auction and written free- 
trade editorials, owned a circus and 
traveled for a Bible house, but the 
worst job lever tackled was that ofa 
railroad brakeman. The tiger put his 
paw on my pocket-book down in Texas 
some years ago and I got clear down to 
‘hand-outs.’ Asfriend secured me a 
position . as. freight brakeman and 
I held the job for two months. 
On my first trip out I turned 
aswitch and let the train in ona 
side track, then turned it again to let it 
out. That little stroke of genius cost 
the company a cool'-$5000, but I man- 
aged to dodge discharge. In those two 
months I had more narrow escapes than 
in the four yearsof the civil war. How 
any freight brakeman manages to dodge 
death a year must ever remain an in- 
scrutable mystery. Yetthereis a fag 


cination about railroading similar -to ° 


that once possessed by the sea, and one 
brakeman is no sooner killed or crip- 
pled than a dozen novices spring for- 
ward, eager for the place. Inthe small 
towns the railway conductor is regarded 
with the envious awe that the big- 
booted stage-driyer inspired in days of 
old. Every youngster who loafs about 
the station is hungry for a job on the 
road. His ambition is to become a con- 
ductor, wear a suit of blue clothes, a- 
gold badge and carry a lantern with a 
green top. Why Jay Gould does not act 
as conductor on his own roads is some 
thing they cannot understand.”’ 


The Honey Industry. 

From an article in the San Francisco 
Call on ‘‘The Honey Industry,’’ we make 
the following extracts, which will be in- 
teresting and instructive to any who 
may be inquiring into the bee industry: 

Callifornia honey has been familiar 
to lovers of sweets for more than a 
quarter of a century, but few persons 
are aware® of the extension which the 
industry* has attained. Three years 
ago there were in the counties south of 
Tehachepi 45,000 stands of bees, which 
produced 2600 tons of honey, worth 
neafly $250,000. The increase since 
then is estimated at 50 per cent. An 
industry which yieids $375,000 per an- 
num without any outlay is worth pros- 
ecuting. 

Here, in favored localities, flowers of. 
one kind or another bloom ali the year 
round, and the beekeeper does not need 
to move his hives. He generally selects 
a ranch in the foothills of the southern 


counties, being careful to choose one 
Our. 


where the bees can find water. 
California honey used to be known as 
white-sage honey, though, in fact, the 
sage plant ‘ unreliable and blossoms 
sparingly. The bee of Southern Cali- 
fornia finds nectarin the oak, sycamore, 
alder, willow, manzanita, sumac, yerba 
santa, buckhorn, wild plum, wild buck- 
wheat, acacia, alfalfa, eucalyptus blos- 
som, and almost all kinds of fruits and 
flowers. Itis really troubled with an 
embarrassment of:riches. And, though 
the sweetest and whitest honey is made 
by bees which feed on the white sage, 
the flavor of the honey produced from 
the great variety of nectar-yielding 
plants which abound in the six Southern 
counties is considered in thé East more 
delicate than that of Eastern honey, 
and the goods command a higher price. 

An expert, starting with a single 
swarm and caring for the bees, accord- 
ing to the rules laid down in the books, 
may have 100 hives at the end of three 
years. Five hundred is as many as can 
be handled single rancl. A hive 
has been known to yield 1000 pounds 
of honey, worth 5 cenisa pound, ina 
single season; but 200 pounds is the 
customary average, and in very 
seasons the hive will not yield as muc 
as that. Something is realized by the 
sale of beeswax. | 

Most of the honey sent from Cali- 
fornia is shipped in five-gallon cans, 
which contain each about sixty 
pounds of extracted hogey. This is 
drawn off by the grocers and sold in 
jars and bottles. Inthe East, and es-, 
pecially in the central cities of St. 
Louis and Chicago, this liquid honey 
is constantly adulterated with glucose 
and sold as California sage honey. If 
the market will not take our honey in 
the comb, or it will not keep in that 
form, it. would be better for the south- 
ern heekeepers to put up their ex- 
tracted honey in jars of their own with 
their own label on them. Good honey 
would soon establish a reputation for 
itself,‘and consumers would insist on 
the product which they had tested and 
with which they are familiar. Our 
middlemen in the wine trade have 
pretty nearly ruined the wine industry 
by shippiftg in the wood and selling to 
parties'who used our pure wine as the 
basis of an adulteration, The beekeep- 
ers should take warning by their exam- 
ple: It would be easy for a large pro- 
ducer to have special glass jars made 
for him, stamped with his name. If.he 


made a good article of honey the jars , 


would command a steady sale.

Broad Tires versus Road Taxes, 
[Sterling Elliott, in Good Roads.) . 

There are differences enough between 
a horse and a wagon so that even a 
poor observer ought never to mistake 
one for the other. One of the most 
obvious differences is that a wagon is 
capable of its best work only when 
thoroughly tired, which can hardly be 
said of. the horse, and it also has been 
noticed that the horses get more tired 
as the wagon isn’t. 

It seems that the Michigan  law- 
makers have had their windows open 
so that the new light has begun to 
shine on them. The valué of broad 
wheel tires being apparent, and got. 
wishing to put the farmer to compuls- 
ory expense, they have made a law, 
the drift of which is that the man who 
will use on his wagon tires of a cer- 
tain width, shall have a rebate in his 
road-tax of one half. And this is how 
it works. In buying a new wagon the 
difference in cost is slight, as the wider 
tires may be much:thinner, and the 
added’ strength in the wooden rim 
makes a stronger wheel. 

To take from a wagon already in use 
the narrow rims and tires and replace 
them with wider ones costs between 
$12 and $20, and in case of the farmer 
to whom I refer the direct saving in 
road tax at once was better than 25 per 
cent. on the cost of making the altera- 
tion. Toa man who was loaning his 
surplus money at 7 per cent. the broad 
tires looked like a good investment, 
even if there were no other advantage. 
But the other advantages were much 
greater. He showed me that in the 
cornfield thirty bushels had been a good 
load with narrow tires, 
now haul fifty with greaterease. When 
it came to hauling stuff to the market 
the load could, with wide tires, be in- 
creased from 25 to 50 per cent.

When 
she saw Evans she: said: -‘‘How' are 
you, Chris?’”? Evans then turned) to

As they approached the house Eliis 
met them and saii, ‘How do you do, 
Chris?” Evans after a minute replied: 
“I will shake hands with you, Sam, 
though I ought not.’ The 
robbers stayéd at the house from 
noon until dark, when they took 
cart and horse of Ellis and 
started away. Mrs, Ellis had been very 
sick and a number of neighbors called 
to see her during the afternoon. 

After the robbers left a man came ‘to 
town and informed Sheriff Kay, ‘whe 
immediately went to Goshén and as ked 
for a special trafg that he might m.tet 
the south-bound train at Selma and pie 
vent the men from taking the train. 
Not finding the men the Sheriff returnedt 
to town at 8 o'clock this morning andi 
took a team to Eliis’s house.

Supervisor Ellis was one of the pursuers 
of Evans after Beaver was shot, and 
Evans knew that, as he said: ‘‘Ellis,. 
you must not hunt me again.” It im 
believed here that the men will hold up.

They were: armed with two'shotguns, 
two revolvers and Winchester rifles. 
They carried a can containing ammuni- 
tion or giant powder. 

Deputy Sheriff W. E. Russell was the 
gentleman who brought the news to 
town that Evans and Sontag were at 
the residence of Supervisor Sam Eliis,. 
who is a brother-in-law of Russell. The 
latter arrived within sixty yards of the 

home and his sister-in-law, Mrs. 

elle Scoggins,.aware of his coming, 
beckoned him to stop. As hedid not do 
so she ran and met him, telling him not 
to come near the house as Evans and 
Sontag were there and had said they 
would care for him. Mr. Cortner, who 
was also at the house, came and told 
him the same thing. Russell then 
turned about and came to Visalia, as. 
six years’ experience as an officer had. 
satisfied him that it would be useless to.

Evans was very, communicative while 
at Ellis’s house.

‘From Nigger Creek,’’? said Evans, 
‘‘twe went to Stoke’s Valley, and have 
been there ever since.’’ For three 
nights they were camped within 150 
yard’s of Ellis’s house and took blank- 
ets from Ellis’s barn to sleep on, re- 
turning them to the barn before day- 
light in the morning. He told of differ- 
ent conversations he heard . by those in 
pursuit on different occasions. He had 
read the papers carefully all along and 
knew of current events and what his 
pursuers said of him. He stated that 
there was no truth ia the stament of 
Detectives Hume and Thacker that they 
had found money buried in his yard in 
Visalia, as none had ever been buried 
there. 

Neither Sontag nor Evans have had 
the use of razors since they left Visalim, 
as their long whiskers and hair testi- 
fied.

Evervthing is ‘in’ readiness for the 
theeting of the Republican County Con- 
vention today, which, from present in- 
dications, promises to be one of the 
most important in the history of the 
party.

THE NeW EDUCATION. 


How It Differs from the Book Learning 
of Our Porefathers. 

The most careless observer cannot fail to 
note the changes jn educational methods 
which have been introduced in recent 
tinfes and in divers phases of education— 
the kindergarten, industrial education, 
manual ttaining, ont of door classes in 
botany and peology, laboratory work and 
seminary methods in the higher courses. 
The most c ‘Observer may not, how- 
ever, realize that these new methods are 
all parts of asymmetrical whole, different 
phases of that new education which is quite 
as characteristic of our time as the new 
science or the new theoldgy. 

The traditional education aimed to give 
information. It treated the mind as a re 
ceptacle and Knowledge as the material 
with which the before é@¢mpty receptacle 
was to le filled. And as information is 
for the most part contained in books, the 
old e.acation was bookish. It began with 
the alphabet; it ptoceeded by means. of 
text books; its aim was togive the student 
‘what those text books contained; it &-

Therefore the laboratory and the out of 
‘door experimental classes in natural 
science. It seeks té train the will no iess 
than the intéllect; te endow its pupils 
with power to do as well as to think. 
Therefore the manual and industrial 
— and the gymnastic and military 

trill. 

It seeks to develop the affections and the 
emotions—faith, hope, love, reverence, con- 
science, Hence it demands in the schools 
literature; not mere philosophy, but litera- 
ture.. Hence, too, it démands religion, not 
for the sake of dry as dust catechisms and 
theologies, but for the sake of that deep 
sense of righteousness, that clear sense of 
the invisible, that appreciation of the sub- 
lime, the venerable, the divine, which con- 
stitutes the essence of religion, because it 
constituves the essence of life.—Christian 
Union,

not the whin or gurseof the British Isles, 
which is botanically Ulex Europmus, but 
a species of broom—genista tinctoria, Few 
things Are more strikingly beautiful than 
the whin covered, fields of Britain when | 
covered with the deep golden color from 
these flowers, and it is said of Linngwus 
that when he visited England and saw for 
the first time the glorious masses of 
bloom . he was visibly affected by the 
scene. He Would certainly have a renewal 
of these feelings of admiration could he 
have seen some of the hills of Massa-

HISTORIC OLD TREES. 


‘| MANY ARE WITH THE 
NAMES OF Famous MEN. 


‘The National Capital Has the Fingst and 


Largest Collection of Trees of Any City 


in the Country—The George Washing- 
ton Elm—The Sutmer Treo. 


No other city in the country can boast so 

any trees and sich. beautiful and inter 
esting specimens ag Washington. Over 
70,000 of A pee flourish here in the streets 
and public squares with a luxuriance seen 
nowhere else in tha @nited Rates. They 
include more than "800 distinet varieties 
and species, and among them are a score of 
famous memorial trees planted by eminent 
men of the country, from Goorge Wash- 
ington all the way down, besides many 
‘rarities to be found’ nowhere else on the 
American contifient. 
) Tree planting was.an important detail in 
the original design of the city, but it was 
not begun systematically until 1872, when 
“Boss” Shepherd and his board of public 
works set to,work to carry out the plan of 
the founders. The Capitol building and 
the White House are the two centers 
which radiate all the broad avenues of the 
city. Wherever these avetues intersect. 
the regular streets open spaces are formed, 
and advantage has been taken-of them 
to construct little parks, some circular 
in shape, some square and others trian- 
gular. 

There are 331 of these reservations all 
told, including the great consolidated gov-* 
ernment reservation extending from the 
Capitol westward tothe Washington mon- 
ument, two miles away, and they cover an 
aggregate area of 900 acres, and these, in 
addition to the margins of all the streets 
and avenues, which are flanked along théir 
entire lengths with shade trees, ave all lib- 
erally set with trees of fine varieties, 

In the neighborhood of $75,009) is ex- 
pended annually by the government and 
the District of Colunibia in cultivating, 
planting, preserving, trimming and‘ re- 
newal of the trees, under the auspices of 
the engineer department of the army and 
of the city parking comfnission. Nurset- 
ies, greenhouses and propagating gardens 
are maintained for securing the best 
specimens and varieties adapted to this 
climate. An elaborate system, based on 
the most advanced and enlightened theo 
ries of arboriculture, is folléwed in this 
work and a large force of trained men is 
constantly employed, , 

The oldest and most prominent of the 
memorial trees is. one planted by George 
Washington when the building of the Cap- 
itol was begun, before the dawn of this 
century. It is not a cherry tree, but a 
magnificent specimen of the American 
elm, and adorns the north side of what is 
called the East park, facing the senate en- 
trance of the Capitol. Another elm, relia- 
bly reputed by tradition to have been 
planted by Washington at the same time, 
stood near. by as a mate to it until 1878. 
Then it had to be cut down im the regrad- 
ing of the park, which was conducted un- 
der the supervision of Frederick Law Olm- 
sted, the landscape architect. 

Captain William R. Smith, superintend- 
ent of the National Botanic garden and 
chairman of the parking commission 
could not bear to see the noble tree perish 
utterly, so he had a number of live roots 
extracted, from which, by replanting, he 


bas produced what he regards as genuine 


heirs of the original! trunk. 

Perhaps the most famous tree in the 
United States, with the possible exception 
of the celebrated Charter Oak, of Connecti- 
cut, and the applé tree of Appomattox, is 


> 
chusetts covered by the glowing golden \‘the Sumner tree,” which recently oceu- 


pied a conspicuous position near the 
George Washington elm. It was a glort 
ous imen of the unbrageous Italian 
beech or horubéeam of tlie identical sort 
under which the ancient Etruscan shep 
herds tuned their. pipes and tended their 
flocks. 


Merits, the namie ané fame of this particu- 
lar tree were atytiired: through a eulogy 
pronounced upon it pablicly in the senate 
chamber of the United ‘States by Charles 
Sumner, of Massachusetts,’ on Jan. -22, 
1874. Probably noother tree ever had such 
a fine advertisements: »The improyement 
and remodeling of: ‘thé Capitol grounds, 
upon which millions of dollars have been 
spent, were then in progress, and a debate 
was on in the senate concerning ‘the pro 
priety of cutting down the bluffs, which 
rose nine feet above the surrounding level 
op the east side). Sumner apprehended 
that many of the: beautiful trees there 
would have to be sadrificed as an incident 
tothat work. Said:he, after speaking gen 
erally of the Capitol trees: 

, “There is one teeey however, in the 
grounds opposite the Capitol on the east 
that must at any cost~be spared. Itis a 
beautiful beech—not an;,American beech,

What a South American Hopes to Accom. 
plish With a Telescope. 
(Philadelphia Time s.]} 

Let any scientiffc reader stand onan 
unobstructed plain and look at an ob- 
ject one mile away and he will find that 
he can distinguish in avery clear way 
not only the ontfines, but even minute 
portions ofthe object. If, then, the 
moon could be brought to within an ap- 
parent distance of Ome mile from the 
earth what a possibility of scientific 
discovery would be opened up. This 
possibility, or rather certainty, of dis- 


gentleman from Colombia, South 
America, feels certain he is able to ac- 
complish, and if success crowns his ef- 
forts there will be exhibited at the 
World’s Fair a'reflecting telescope of so 
much greater power than anything yet 


big instruments Will be little less than 
toy spy-glasses. 

Sefior Dr. Carlos Alban of Colombia, 
is the wizard who proposes to produce 
} all these marvels, and at present the 
doctor is in ,Waséhjipgton conferring 
with scientifiC men and officials as to 
the best mode of procedure. Dr. Alban 
brings*with himletters from his own 
government and trom Ameri- 
canand French bbs ents of Bogota. 
He has served as proourator-general of- 
Colombia, and is well-known as a scien- 
tist of high standing... His plan fora tele- 
scope embraces the princple of reflecting 
mirrors with severab radical changes 
from the old methods,. A néw medium 
is used, in the first place, for the mir- 
Fors themselves, and: then for focal 
adjustment, instead of the present 
method of moving the eye-piece, the 
mirror itself is moved: to obtain the 
proper adjustment. Dr. Alban has 
already built an instrument, 25 inches 
‘in diameter, which has been exhibited 
in New. Yerk and whieh has shown 
marvelous power. An instrument of 
four yards diameter will only weigh 
200 pounds and unless the eminent 
invertor has made a very great miscal- 
culation will have such power as to 
bring the moon within one mile of the 
earth and allow observers to finally 
determine the structure and question of 
the practicability of life existing | 
that luminary. 

An article recently published in the 
Courier des . Etats Unis contains an 
account of a somewhat similar telescope 
which was expected to be prepared by 
the grand exhibition in Paris in 1900. 
It is interesting to know that Dr. Alban 
had developed his plan before the 
French apparatus was thought of, and 
that if further success crowns his efforts 
the credit of this great stride in 
astronomy wil) belong to the American 
continent, while the United States will 
be the scene of its practical develop- 
ment and operation. te

These little pests have 80 completely 
gnawed the blades and roots of the 
grassthat sheep and cattle have no 
food and must be driven to other dis- 
tricts, leaving the mice in full posses- 
sion of the farms.

Bloody Tragedy in the Streets 
of Santa 


Battle to the Death Between Two 
Bloodthirsty Mexicans. 


One of the Men Dead and the Other 
in a Dying Condition. 


The Senatorial Situation Becoming Mat- 
ter of Unusual Interest Throughout » 
the District—Some of the 
Issues Involved. 


SANTA ANA, 

Another bloody tragedy was enacted yes- 
terday at the corner of Spurgeon and Third 
streets, atafew minutes past 12 o'clock, 
in which Juan Ruiz, a well-known Mexican 
about town, was butchered with a murder- 
ous knife in the hands of Jesus Molino, 
while he .Ruiz) was trying to fill the body 
of Molino full of cold lead. It is the old, 
old story, that of a woman in the case. 

Ruiz dropped dead from the effects of his 
knife wound at the feet of his slayer. Mo. 
lino is now in jail, seriously, if not fatally 
injured by gunshot wounds. 

The details of the trouble are very 4im- 
cult to learn, as the Mexicans are so close- 


mouthed. 


Sheriff Lacy was the first to reach the 
men after the battle had begun. Coming 
down from his office he heard the first pis- 
tol shot and at once started in the direction 
from which the sound came. As he turned 
the corner of Fourth and Spurgeon streets 
he saw the men linked in deadly combat 
one block away. Hastening tg them he 
called upon them to stop, at the same time 
pulling bisown “gun"’ to emplrasize bis 
command. Both men loosened their grasp, 
Ruiz turned half way round, staggered for- 
ward and fell dead, with a terrible gash in 
his head, at Molino’s feet, the smoking pis- 
tol falling at his side. Molino gave him- 
self up, handing his ugly knife, besmeared 
with the blood and brains of bis antagonist, 
to the Sheriff, saying at the same time that 
he knew he was goingtodie. He was taken 
to his room fn the Lacy Block, and an ex- 
aminationof his wounds showed two gun- 
shot wounds, one simply a painful fiesh 
wound through the fleshy partof the left 
leg, but the other was amore serious one, 
the ballentering near thetop of the right 
shoulder, inclining down and across to the 
region of the heart. Ruiz was moved 
across the street to his house, where he la 
in the middle of the floor in a pool of blood. 
He was afterward removed to the Coroner's 
office, where an inquest was held, the jury 
returning a verdict that Juan Ruiz came to 
his death by a knife wound in the left tem- 
pie, inflicted by Jesus Molino. 

When Ruiz was dressed it was found that 
he had bat ene wound; that one was made 
with the seven-inch blade of a murderous- 
looking bowie knife, a weapon that nearly 
The 
blow was struck just above and to the left 
of the left eye, the blade sinking almost to 
its hilt in.ite.victim’s head An examina- 
tion of the wound showed that the blade 
crushed through the skull and into the 
brain to a depth of four and one-half 
inches or more. 

Molino was taken to the County Jalil after 
his wounds were dressed. He talks but lit- 
tle, but says that Ruiz sot at him before 
he made any effort to kill him. He was 
suffering most intense agony late this eve- 
ning and was not expected to outlivethe 
night. | 

All soits of rumors are afloat as to the 
cause of the trouble, but the more probable 
one is that Molino was receiving the atten- 
tion of awomaninthe house with whom 
Ruiz has been living, and Ruiz betng jeal- 
ous of his rivalsought to send him into 
kingdom come. He went to Towner’s gun 
store just before 12 o’clock and purchased 
a half-dezen 44-caliber cartridges, but said 
nothing as to what he intended doing with 
them. Upon leaving the store he put them 
intoa 44-calibre American dauble-action 
revolver (cheap make,) and at once started 
to meet his unexpected death. Upon ar- 
riving at the house he found Molinoon the 
inside and at once opened fire. on him 
througa a window, sothe woman who lives 
with Ruiz told the reporter. Molinoranout 
the back way, and, drawing his knife, 
rushed for his antagonist. Ju as he 
stooped to dodge under the wire fence Ruiz 
fired the shot that struck him in the shoul- 
der. 

Ruiz is reported to have a wife and fam. 
ily at San Juan. : 


As he lay in a pool of bleod on the floor Ll. A. Mendelson of Santa Ana trasacted 


of his house he presented a horrible spec- 
tacle. The screams of the woman with 
whom he was living were pitiful and heart- 
rending. The little child of the woman be- 
came almost frantic at the sight of the- 
blood-stained garments. 

Moline was a prominent feature in the. 
international tug-of-war contest held in 
this city last spring* He is a powerful man 
and has greatendurance. Ruiz is an old 
Califernian and has a great many friends, 
among whom there is a bitter feeling 
against Molino. Itis believed Molino will 
die. Raiz had but one wound upon his per- 
son. That one was the gash in his temple. 
The citizens are thoroughly aroused over 
this bloody feud having been enacted right 
in the center of the city. 

THE SENATORIAL SITUATION. 

The Senatorial situation inthis district 
is becoming a matter of unusual interest to 
both Orange and San Bernardino county 
voters. With Scipio Craig of Redlands _ to 
oppose county division, the San Bernardino 
cityand adjacent country voters, without 
regard to party preference, expect to make 
a vigorous and successful fight for their 
Representative. The Riversiders are cast- 
ing about to find a representative man who 
will make for them astrong and winning 
fight with the help they expect to get from 
Orange county. The plans of both these 
factions are taulty, and from expressions. 
from many of the most prominent and fair- 
minded voters of Orange county it may be 
safely predicted that neither of these plans 
will be indorsed by the voters of this 
county. Orange county people are not 
anxious to enter into the county division 
fight with her sister county, in taking one 
side or the other. The voters of the county 
realize that it is not their fight, and they do 
not desire to be forced into it by either the 
divisionists or anti-divisionists. It has 
been generally understood for some time 
past that this county should name the can- 
didates, Democratic and Republican; for 
this office, but the editor of the Citrograph 
of Redlands has placed himself in the field 
in advance of any possible or probable com- 
petitor.

No one would have guessed had they 
glanced at the busy throng that filled 
the streets in the early hours of yester- 
day that it was Labor day, legalized by 
the State asa time for celébration and 
enjoyment bythe laboring populace. 
With the exception of the banks, busi- 
ness houses génerally were open the 
greater part of the day; and necessarily 
so,for Monday is always a busy day 
with the merchant and shopkeeper. 

This did not prevent, however, the 
workingmen from celebrating on a 
more extensive scale than ever before. 

The celebration did not merely ex- 
tend to organized labor; but included 
the laboring classes of all callings. 

THE PROCESSION. 

At 6:30 last evening the procession 
began to form at the cornor of First 
and Los Angeles “streets for the trades 
displa¥ parade.

It is just as much 
robbery for you to take from the 
laborer his work as it is for a thief to 
take from the back of a millionaire his 
coat or other property. 

‘I believe that the time has been that 
strikes have been valuable inasmuch as 
they called the attention of the people 
to the course towards which the vexing 
problems were tending. 

“TLe 2,000,000 of organized labor is 
often called the bulldozing minority. 1 
want to ask you if you remember the 
remark of Chauncey Depew ‘that it was 
within the power of five men to stop 
every car wheél in the United States.’ 
What do you think of that, bulldozing mi- 
nority? You hear that organized labor 
must mend its ways or quit the busi- 
ness. It may also be said. that organ- 
ized capital must mend its ways or quit 
the business. People all over this coun- 
try are considering as to whether it is 
the better part of wisdom to use one 
ballot box or two, 

‘I visited a cojperative colony where 
the men and women worked but four 
honrs daily and prospered. The capi- 
talists said the laborers would spend 
the other spare hours in the grog shop. 

“Every shortening of the hours of la- 
bor has resulted in the improvement 
and betterment of the people. ”’

respect a minnow is offensive, we should 
be told that it falls into the water witha 
shocking splash. The splash is undeniable; 
but surely it is an inadequate explanation 
of the taboo: A minnow is not the only 
thing that splashes. We haveseen the 
lightest dry fly splash abominably, to the 
obvious terror of the trout; and the Hamp- 
shire fisherman himself splashes, for he in- 
variably wades, and in that act disturbs 
the water in half an hour more than all 
the minnows in the tackle shops could pos- 
sibly do in a day. - 

It is equally impossible to think that the 
objectionable characteristic of the minnow 
is that it is too killing. The minnow is not 
killing at all. He who could do any good 
with a minnow in the pellucid waters of a 
chalk stream would be an artist of incom- 
parable skill. The trout usually flee an 
angler’s minnow in a perturbation com- 
pared with which the author of ‘‘Salome’s”’ 
displeasure with the lord chamberlain is 
equanimity. Can it be, then, that in ta- 
booing the minnow our fishermen are 
making a virtue of a necessity, and not 
countenancing it merely because’ it is use- 
less? " We might incline to this conjecture, 
if it were not that the best managed dry 
fly is usually useless too.

He“also pegformed a daring and danger- 
ous feat in Boston bay on July 27, 1889. 
On that occasion he started on a trial trip 
across Hull gut. Three or four harbor 
boats passed near him and be was obliged 
to take their wash, but notwithstanding 
this he accomplished the feat easily’in 
fifteen minutes, the distance being about 
a quarter of a mile. 
was taken into Mr. Cunniff’s steam yacht, 
which steamed away with him for his next 
trip.

Newspaper Postage Stamps.” 

A $60 postage stamp—who ever heard of 
such athing! A natural ejaculation for 
ninety-nine men out of a hundred tomake if 
you talked of a stamp so valuable, and yet 
there are such stamps in daily use. There 
are $48 stamps, too; $26, $24, $12, 29, $6, %&, 
$1.92, 96 cents, 84 cents and so on down to 
and including 1 cent, all of a peculiar kind, 
which not one man‘in a thousand, unless 
he be a postal employee, ever heard of or 
ever sev. 

These stamps are for the payment of post- 
age on newspapers and periodicals. There 
was a tine.when stamps were placed direct 
upon thé periodicals. Now Uncle Sam does 
all the stamping himself. He has all the 
fun of licking the stamps, pasting them 
on and then spoiling their handsome faces 
with ugly black cancellation marks. 

The stamps used for paying this postage 
are about three-quarters of an inch in 
width by an “inch and a quarter in 
length. From 1 cent up to 12 cents they are 
a slate color; from 24 cents to 96 cents red 
while f@e higher priced ones are red, blue, 
yellow and green. 

The stamp bears upon it the words 
“newspapers” along one side and “periodi- 
cals’ on the other, the denomination mark 
being in the corner. The postage is paid 


on the papers by check or cash, all large 


papers Keeping a sum on deposit ahead 
each week. The postage for thé daf is 
figured up according .to the weight of the 
package, and the stamps, to the extent of
